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The South Vietnamese know that all of the above equipment was 
intended as replacement for attrition in 1973 and 197^- 

All of these items can be repaired by the South Vietnamese or by 
contractors in South Vietnam. If worse came to worse, we would be will- 
s ing to replace' these items later on an orderly basis. 

Unless you indicate otherwise, I am approving this substitution of 
unserviceable for previously serviceable equipment. 
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The only alternative to this solution would be to transfer title 

of all this equipment to SVN how, continue to repair in offshore 

facilities, and deliver sometime subsequent to 1 November 1972. You 

have agreed to this procedure for the 30 unserviceable M48 tanks at 
Sagamt . 
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
